pose of plundering cattle- 
This party, 
consisting of about 430 persons, had suc­ 
ceeded in collecting 150 head of cattle, 
and had drlveo them within two daya 
march of St. Mary*a river, when at night, 
aeated round their camp fire, they were 
attacked by a number of Indiana, who 
killed eight of the whites, amongst the 
number Vanzant. 
Two or three of the 
parly at a little distance from the fire 
looking for their horaea, escaped without 
joining in the action, and the atragglers 
came in separately a few dsys afterwards. 
This affair, thua perpetrated principally 
by Spaniah aubjects, will call down the 
vengeance of the Indians on our unpro­ 
tected women and children, and our 
bordera will again be infested by the 
savages. 
A large body of Indians sinre, 
we understand, have waited on Gov. 
Coppinger, and declared their intention 
to break up all the settlementa north of 
St. John's

W e did not believe tbe report of the 
escape, until we had it cortfirmed by a 
gentleman from Baltimore who was at 
the prison when these men were brought 
back.
